Council searches 
fruitlessly for 
cuts in budget 

After a soul-searching budget session by the 
Sierra Madre City Council Monday evening at an 
adjourned meeting, council members talked briefly 
about the handouts that had been distributed by 
the Sierra Madre Police Association to about half 
of the Sierra Madre residents Saturday. 

The handouts, according to Steve Abernethy, 
president of the Sierra Madre Police Association, 
and John Dugan, labor representative from the 
Police Officer Research Association of California 
(PORAC), were printed by PORAC and paid for 
by members of the Sierra Madre Police Associa¬ 
tion and “concerned citizens.” 

At Monday evening’s meeting the council mem¬ 
bers were buried under an avalanche of bill-paying. 

They perused the entire budget, attempting to “rob 
Peter to pay Paul” and yet the budget operates 
at a $102,463 deficit. The general fund stands at' 
$2,913,795, imperfectly balanced against expend¬ 
itures of $3,016,258. Last year’s budget came out 
positive, at about $20,000 above expenses. 

At the same time, they face a group of angry 
city police who demand higher salaries. While the 
council flirted with ways to cut expenses — even 
to mentioning possibly draining the city pool and 
closing the recreation department — they asked 
themselves, “Can we raise revenues? Can we lower 
expenses? Do we adopt this budget or sharpen our 
pencils and go back in?”

Tom Edwards files 
for 5th Council term 


PCP lab discovered In Sierra Madre 


Two Sierra Madreans — a female, 38, and a 
male, 44, both of Sierra Madre — were in custody 
Tuesday evening following the discovery of their 
laboratory allegedly to make PCP (phencyclidine 
pill), an illegal hallucinogen that is also highly ex¬ 
plosive. 

At 4 p.m., police were called to the upper 
canyon of Sierra Madre because of a noxious chem¬ 
ical odor. At 6:30 p.m. the exact location was 
found, the 500 block of Mt. Wilson Trail, and 
Sgt. Chris Christensen, Officers Rozann Bazzell 
and John Cordischi, took over investigation. 

Six families were evacuated when the fire de¬ 
partment, county hazardous material unit, health 
department and sheriff’s department were called in. 


Seven persons were taken to St. Luke Hospital 
and all but two, two children, were released after 
examination. 

The sheriff’s department crime lab were in the 
process of examining the area and had dismantled 
the laboratory by press time. 

The ether odor detected is indicative of clan¬ 
destine laboratory operations, said Sgt. Larry Lut- 
zow. He explained that PCP was originally de¬ 
veloped as an alternate anesthetic for human sur¬ 
gery until patients began hallucinating. It was used 
as an animal tranquilizer but has now been banned 
for that use, Lutzow explained. It is now used 
illegally as an hallucinogen.

Congregational 
Church starts 
Centennial year 

As a kickoff for this ccniennial year of ihe 
Sierra Madre Congregational Church, the firsi 
major event is scheduled for Sunday, Feb. 9, 
5:30 p.m. in Priicliard Hall. This will be all¬ 
church pot luck dinner. 

Many of ihe longiime members will share some 
of the history of ihe church and there will be a 
video showing of the 1928 laying of llic corner¬ 
stone on ihe present sanctuary edifice. 

Soon after the establishment of the com¬ 
munity of Sierra Madre in the fall of 1881, a 
Sunday School cla.ss began meeting in the local 
schoolhouse located at the corner of Hermosa and 
Live Oak (now known as Orange Grove Ave.). 
Each Sunday, the organ, hymnbooks and firewood 
were carried to the bare one-room building. 

Soon, however, adults wished to have worship 
services and they invited ministers from various 
denominations to preach. 

On Mar. 7, 1886, an invitation was extended 
for the organization of a Congregational Church. 
On Saturday, Mar. 27. the group decided to start 
a church and asked representatives from neighbor¬ 
ing Congregational churches to advise them. 

Thirteen people joined that morning at 
11 a.m. — three Methodists, Ihree Baptists, three 
Congregationalists, two Presbyterians and two by 
confe.ssion of faith. 

They included: C. Edwin Cook, Mrs. Belle W. 
Cook, Mrs. Mary A. Abbey, Joseph W. Goodwin, 
Mrs. Mary A. Reed, Mrs. Fidelia Blanchard, Mrs. 
Josephine E. White, Irving A. White, Hubert A. 
Whitehead, Mrs. Fanny A. Andrews, Mrs. Amietta 
M. Carter, Miss Florence Carter and George B. 
Davis.

Dr. Shirley Fannin, 
chief of Communicable 
Disease Control pro¬ 


grams, said that a food 
handler at Bengie’s was 
found to have hepatitis 
A. So far, no other ca¬ 
ses have been verified. 

Hepatitis is a viral dis¬ 
ease spread by the fecal- 
oral route and causes an 
infection of the liver. It 
has a three- to six-weeks 
incubation period. The 
disease lasts three to four 
weeks, may require hos¬ 
pitalization and has a 
low mortality rate.
